WARREN IS SIXTH 
TO BE REJECTED 


Washington, March 10.— 
Charles B. Warren is the sixth 
nominee for a cabinet portfolio 
to be rejected by the senate, 

Official records show that the 
first unfavorable’ action was 
taken during the administration 
of President Andrew Jackson and 
the last in the administration of 
President Andrew Johnson, 

The list follows: 

Under Jackson: Roger B. Tan- 
ey, of Maryland, to be secretary 
of the treasury, rejected, 28 to 
18, June 24, 1834. 

Under John Tyler: James M. 
Porter, of Pennsylvania, to be 
secretary of war, rejected, 38 to 
3, January 30, 1844; David Hen- 
shaw, of Massachusetts, to be 
secretary of the navy, rejected, 
34 to 8, January 15, 1844; Caleb 
Cushing, of Massachusetts, to be 
secretary of the treasury, re- 
jected, 27 to 19, March 3, 1843. 

Under Johnson: Henry Stan- 
‘| bery, of Ohio, to be attorney 
general, who previously’ had 
served and resigned, rejected, 29 
to 11, January 2, 1868. 


Even Monday he was regarded as 
safe, But that afternoon Walsh 
rose on the senate floor to reveal 
the results of private investigation.

Reed Makes Bitter Speech. 

Reed, of Missouri, made a bitter 
speech Tuesday. Then Couzens, 
from Warren’s own state, swung 
into a bitter attack. Warren’s case 
looked darker, but republicans stiil 
were confident and, in fact, had per- 
mitted several senators to leave the 
city.

}ucts,”’ and “if the law had been en- 
\forced as to its intent, he would now 
be behind prison bars,’ it was 
charged on the floor.

In one of the most dramatic 
speeches heard on the floor in many 
weeks, Senator Reed of Missouri 
flayed the “character of a man who 
would violate every fundamental 
concept of decency and justice by 
being a party to such an act.’’ 

“If the laws of the United States 
were not broad enough to encom- 
Mass the cunning of their scheme, 
it was still unfair, unjust and rep- 
rehensible. There are some wrongs 
that laws do not reach, and it is 
that technical distinetion which Mr. 
Warren has employed in his own 
defense. Rut to me there has never 
heen a clearer demonstration of a 
conspiracy so blatantly corrupt. 

“If the law had been enforced 
with the severity that is accorded 
others, all parties to the sugar trust 
scheme would now be in prison.”’ 

Cummins Defends Warren. 

Senator Cummins, Iowa republl- 
can and chairman of the judiciary 
committee, defended Warren, declar- 
ing that “‘the nominee’s sole interest 
in the sugar business was to place 
the industry in Michigan on its feet 
and defend itself.’’ : 

“The only objection,’’ Cummins 
said, ‘“‘to confirmation of Warren is 
based on his loyalty to his former 
employers. It is a fallacy to assume 
that he would not enforce the laws 
because he was faithful. If any- 
thing, it is a sound basis to predi- 
cate a belief upon that he would be 
loval to his trust.’’
